The Northwest Gazette of May 2nd proclaims 
the folowing ‘Bull District.” Commencing at 
the southwest corner of river lot No. 1, Edmon- 
ton settlement, known as the Hebert claim ;

Any person may cap- 
ture and confine such animals, and on notifying 
the owner are entitled to a fee of $5 and 25 cents 
a day for keeping the animal, to be paid by the 
owner. If the owner fails to take away the 
animal he is liable to prosecution before a justice 
of the peace and a fine of $20 besides the ex- 
penses mentioned, If the owner is not known 
the animal must be advertised, and if not claim- 
ed, after a certain time, must be sold, to cover 
expenses ; the remainder, if any, going to the 
funds of the Territories.

Lethbridge News; The storm of last week 
was the hardest on stock of any since 1886-7, 
and the loss will not be fully known until after 
the spring roundup. Reports from Macleod 
and Pincher Creek state that a large number of 
cattle were snowed under, having got under eut- 
banks and the snow drifted over them, in some 
cases compleately covering them. 
were busy last week pulling out all those which 
were still alive, but they state that a great 
number had succumbed. On the north tide of 
the river they drifted over cuthanks, and we 
understand numbers of them lie dead at the 
bottom, while numbers of calves are running on 
the prairie without mothers. The storm was 
nearly as bad on horses as on cattle, and in the 
immediate vicinity of Lethbridge quite a num- 
ber of horses succumbed to it. Mr. Walwork 
is out about thirty head, a number of which 
have been found dead. Mr. A. J. Whitney 
found six of his head in one bunch, and the rest 
he has not seen yet, while several of the freight- 
ers have lost one and twoeach. Altogether the 
loss will amount to thousands of dollars, as we 
understand the storm extended over the whole 
range country.

STURGEON. 


A very good fishery is being made in the river 
this spring, chiefly of salmon trout and goldeyes. 
Sturgeon fishing is prohibited during the only 
part of the season in which that fish can be 
caught. It is just possible that this absolute 
prohibition of the sturgeon fishiry is an extreme 
measure not warranted by the facts of the case. 
The sturgeon is a large and valuable food fish 
which frequents the Saskatchewan in consider- 
able numbers for the purpose of spawning. They 
come up the river in the spring after the wea- 
ther has become warm anc before the June rise 
takes place. At this time they are cau zht in 
nets and with gaff hooks, and form a very wel- 
come addition to the food supply of several set- 
tlements where the people are not too greatly 
blessed with this world’s goods. Of course this 
is their spawning time and the fisheries depart- 
ment, in its wisdom, sees fit to prohibit their 
being caught during that time when alone 
they can be caught ; as they probably return 
down the river with the rise of the water when 
fishery with nets is impossible. If protecting 
the sturgeon during the spawning season would 
prevent their desertion of the river, no doubt 
it would be a wise measure, but it is a well 


_known fact that steamboat traffic or the esta- 


blishment of towns and sawmills cause the stur- 
geon to desert a stream, although not one of 
them is caught. It is therefore a question- 
able policy to cut off a valuable source of food 
srepaits toa number of people, When, of course, 
it will certainly be totally cut off at no distant 
date by unavoidable causes.

‘BY-LAW NO. 5. 


A BY-LAW to expropriate certain property in 
the town of Edmonton, 

Wuereasit is expedient that Namayo avenue, | 
one of the streets of the town of Edmonton, 
shall be opened, changed and extended by adding 
thereto the parcel of land hereinafter particular- 
ly described, and that the said parcel of land 
should be taken and exproprigted for that pur- 
pose. 

THEREFORE the Mayor and Council of the 
Munici ality of the Town of Edmonton, in 
Council duly assembled, enact as follows : 

1. The parcel of land hereinafter particularly 
described is hereby taken and ex yropriated by 
the municipality of the town of Edmonton for 
the purposes aforesaid , that is to say ; 

All that part of lot lettered “8, as shown 
upon a plan registered in the Lands Titles office 
of the North Alberta Land Reyistration District 
as plan ‘tA, 1,” and more particularly described 
as all that portion of said ‘lot lying 
to the east of a line, being the produe- 
tion southerly in a direct line to Jasper avenue 
of the westerly limit of Namayo avenue, as it 
commences its course southerly from First 
Street, and containing, by admeasurement, 
4,100 and 4 square feet, more or less, 

2. The said municipality hereby requires that 
any dispute arising between the municipal ty 
and any party or parties interested in the said 
lands hereby taken and expropriated, shall be 
settled by arbitration pursuant to the municipal 
ordinance, 

3. The said municipality hereby authorizes 
the mayor, after any person interested in the 
said property, shall have appointed and given 
(lue notice to the mayor of his appointinent of 
an arbitrator to determine the compensation to 
which such person is entitled, to appoint a se- 
cond arbitrator and to give notice thereof to 
such other party or parties. 

4. The mayor is hereby authovized to tender 
to the said other party or parties as compensa- 
tion for the property taken and the damages 
sustained by reason thereof (which is hereby 
declared not to include the buildings upon the 
land) the sum of Kight Hundred and Fifty Dol. 
lars ($850.00. )
